Claims 1-6, as understood, are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Roth et al . , U.S. Patent 5,994,475 
or Kawai et al., U.S. Patent 5,302,312 or Williams et al . , 
British Patent Application 2,215,335. 

All three references teach the microgels as required by 
applicants' claims made from acrylic acid monomers and containing 
the potential "anionic" entities as well as the cross- linking as 
required by applicants' claims. The references are silent as to 
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the specific properties of the microgels required in applicants' 
claims but, would be presumed to have these properties absent 
evidence to the contrary, In re Fitzgerald et al. , 205 USPQ 594. 
It is reasonable to presume that the microgels made of the same 
monomers and cross-linking entities would possess the same 
characteristics absent evidence to the contrary. Under In re 
Fitzgerald practice it is now applicants' responsibility and 
burden to provide evidence that overcomes this presumption. This 
is true for the claims as understood. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicants 
regard as the invention. 



the claims "non-addition polyanionic polymer" insofar as the 
polymers are made from ethylenically unsaturated monomers and 
polymerized using free radical polymerization as seen in the 
Examples. It is unclear, therefore, how these polymers can be 
"non-addition polymers". It is further unclear as to what aspect 
of the polymers the requirement for "non-addition" defines. The 
requirement for "a hydrolytically susceptible bond" is defined in 



Claims are indefinite in the use of the terminology in 
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the specification, and many other terms are defined, but the term 
"non-addition" is not defined. The claims are, therefore, 
indefinite as to scope and properly rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 
112, second paragraph.
